thee BRET. HARTE FOUND IN GAS-FILLED ROOM 


Suicide of Author’s Grandson 


Paris, Novembef 20.—()—aA spe- 
cial delivery love letter, which trav- 
eled more slowly than the ‘ordinary 
mail, and was delayed in delivery, 
was responsible for the suicide of 
Richard Bret Harte, a grandson of 
the famous American author, Bret 
Harte, his friends said. His body was 
found in his gas-filled Montparnasse 
apartment today. 


Last Tuesday Harte quarreled with 
his sweetheart, a young English wo- 
man. and she left him, saying she 
would either send a special delivery 
letter within three hours or would 
never communicate with him again. 
The letter failed to arrive until noon 
the next day and Harte's friends 
found it, unopened, pushed ‘under his 


door when they entered the apartment 
today: 

Harte’s body was found on the 
bed. All the jets of a gas stove were 
turned on. The doors and windows 
were not sealed, so death must have 
come slowly. This was indicated by 
a letter which was found, scrawled 
over many pages, the writing begin- 
ning firmly, but becoming progres- 
sively illegible. 

“To you, my love, this is my last 
letter, and I am writing it as I die,” 
the letter began. Finally it ended in 
a blot. 

Harte. was known to have been 


greatly depressed by his failure to 
emulate his grandfather’s literary 
achievements. He was born in Phila- 
delphia in 1889.

It is recorded in his- 
tory with due emphasis on such an 
important event that the east Prus- 
sian eitx always made the biggest 
sausages in the world.

The aseptic, not the antiseptic, 
treatment of minor wounds is of all 
means the best treatment, but only a 
physican, surgeon or nurse, who has 
‘been scientifically trained in aseptic 
technic understands how to treat a 
wound in this.way. The layman 
simply cannot understand how to treat 


a thing of this kind, and I shall 
not attempt to make him understand 
it. But perhaps it will be possible to 
impart to the layman some practical 
points in a which may be of 
some use to. him. 

To select a homely, familiar malady, 
coryza—and. please let's not quarrel 
now over the nature or cause 5 eo- 
ryba, for surely no one can seriously 
doubt that you just catch it—and I 
don’t mean stuffiness of the head, 
running nose, chronic rhinitis, but the 
inflammation of the lining of the 
nasal passages characterized by some: 
slight chilliness with the onset, and 
moderate malaise, sometimes slight 
fever (in a young child 38 sharp 
fever) and a nasal discharge at first 
watery, but after a few days muco- 
purulent, and generally running a 
course of several days. Does the use 
of any antiseptic spray, wash or other 
medicament prevent. this common 
respiratory infection? Does the use 
of any antiseptic medicament cure co- 
ryza or even hasten recovery? 

Personally I doubt whether there 
is any advantage in the use of any 
antisetic medicament fer the preven- 
tion or the relief.of coryza. But this 
is probably not the prevailing opinion 
of good physicians. The consensus is 
probably in favor of the application of 
certain antiseptics for the relief of 
coryza, particularly the organic silver 
preparations, such as a freshly pre- 
pared argyrol solution, which may be 
dropped in the nostrils or applied di- 
rectly by the physician or used in a 
spray or an irrigating solution. So 
many persons experience relief. from 
such treatment that we are compelled 
to acknowledge its value. 

The use of antiseptic sprays or irri- 
gations of the nasal passages regu- 
larly as a preventive against coryza or 
any other known respiratory infec- 
tion has far less support. Of course, 
it is next to impossible to obtain any 
practical evidence of the effect ef 
such a procedure, In the early part 
of the great influenza epidemic a large 
proportion of the troops arriving at 
one port of debarkation eame down 


with the “flu” shortly after their 
arrival.

Dobell’s solution night and morning 
under his observation.

Where abnormal conditions prevail, 
as in the case with so many of us 
house sick folk, what with chronic 
rhinitis, thickened turbinated bodies, 
sinus infections, diseased tonsils and 
the like, then the natural defensive 
barrier cannot be relied upon, and the 
careful use of some mild spray, wash 
or gargle regularly each night and 
morning—say, a freshly made solu- 
tion of 10 grains of boric acid to the 
ounce of boiled water—is a precau- 
tion not to be sneezed at in time of 
epidemic.

Inheritance Tax 


Tangle Cleared 


Estates which were made subject to 
Georgia inheritance taxes by the death 
of the owner prior to passage of the 


new state inheritance tax law by the 
last legislature, should pay taxes un- 
der the old law, while those where the 
owner has died since the passage of 
the new law should pay under it, ac- 
cording to an opinion handed down 
Friday by Attorney General George 
M. Napier. The opinion was rendered 
on request of State Tax Commissioner 
James H. Dozier. 

Under the new inheritance tax la 
the state of Georgia collects only a 
much tax as may be deducted from 
the federal inheritance tax under pro- 


total tax to be paid in any estate is 
not increased at all by the state tax, 
although the state gets some of the 
money paid. 

Attorney General Napier points out 
that there are now cases pending in 
the courts involving the construction 
of this law which, in due time, will 
finally settle the question. 

The opinion points out that it evi- 
dently was intended by the legislature 
to make the néw law effective imme- 
diately upon its passage, because of 
the following clause in section 5: Be 
it further enacted that there shall be 
no other inheritance tax assessed or 
collected out of estates under the laws 
of this state.” This clause also would 
imply, he says, that the new law 
would apply to all estates, whether 
the testator had died prior to the pas- 
sage of the aet' or later, but adds that 
this is by no means certain, inasmuch 


that: 

it shall be the duty of the legal repre- 
sentatives of the estate of any person 
who may die a resident of this state 


and ‘whose estate is subject to the pay- 
ment of a federal estate tax,” etc.

W. B. Hartsfield, alderman and 
chairman of the committee, who had 
called the meeting, said he wanted the 
committee to be apprised of the prog- 
ress that had been made to make this 
field an outstanding air landing site 
among the many over the entire coun- 


ry. 

Chairman Hartsfield urged the com- 
mittee to awaken to the importance 
of obtaining additional financial aid 
from the city und county to place the 
field in perfect shape. He declared 
that thus far, only a “meager few 
thousand dollars” had been appro- 
priated whereas Kansas City, he de- 
clared, has proposed a half million 
dollar bond issue to establish and 
equip its air landing site. 

While Atlanta’s air landing field 
had been tentatively known as Can- 
dler field for several months, the com- 
mittee unanimously voted officially to 
confer that name on the field, and to 
ask city council at its next meeting 
to ratify its action. 

k Aid of County Board. 

The committee also voted waani- 
mously to go in a body before the 
Fulton county commissioners at their 
next meeting December 2, and request 
additional financial aid from the coun- 
ty in equipping the field. It is pro- 
posed to remodel and otherwise mod- 
ernize the club house which has been 
on the tract since the days of the old 
speedway. 

It was the sense of the committee 
that Candler field, with its vast asre- 
age, could be utilized to advantages 
other than an air landing site.

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The Rugby Football Rules. 

In the famous English school known 
as Rugby, there is a tablet with 
these words: 

“This stone commemorates the ex- 
ploits of William Webb Ellis who... 
first took the ball in his arms and ran 
with it thus originating the distinctive 
feature of the Rugby game. 

The youth, William. Webb Ellis, 
deserves to be remembered, but he 
was not the first person to run with 
a football. Perhaps he was the first 
one to do so at Rugby, but hundreds 
of players had galloped down the field 
with a ball before Ellis did in 1823. 

We have already seen that the an- 
cient Greeks and Romans played a 
form of football in England during 
the Middle Ages, kicking the ball was 

rhaps the main method of playing; 

ut we have many proofs that the 
ball was carried. : 

Three hundred years ago, a Puritan 
named Philip Stubbs wrote: Con- 
cerning football, I protest that it is 
rather a kind of fright than a play. 
For does not every one lie in wait for 
his opponent, to overthrow him and 
pitch him on his nose? By this means 
their backs are broken, sometimes 
their legs, sometimes their arms, 
sometimes their noses gush out with 
blood. And no wonder! They dash 
him against the heart with their el- 
bows, and butt him under the short 
ribs and peck him on the neck.“ 

Football has been played in Scot- 
land for centuries. For a long time 
there was a custom for a team of 
married men to meet a team of bach- 
elors on Candlemas day. We have 
this description of the game: 

„He who got the ball ran with it 
until overtaken, and then tried to 
shake himself loose. The object of the 
married men was to put the ball 
three times in a small hole in the 
moor, which was their goal. The bach- 
elors tried to dip the ball three times 
in the river. 

The school boys at Rugby were 
fond of the game of football in which 
—until 18238—the ball was kicked 
but never carried. A punt over the 
goal counted a score. Upon a No- 
vember afternoon, a hard game was 

layed. Neither side had scored, and 
it was almost 5 o’clock—when play 
must cease, Suddenly 20-year-old 
William Ellis caught the ball. In- 
stead of trying to kick, he dashed 
down the field toward the enemy goal. 


No one could stop him, and he passed 


the line just as the school clock was 
striking. . 

The run by Ellis did not count, but 
the other students began to talk over 
the idea of letting pres carry the 
ball. The idea. caught on, and Rugby 
played football that way in 
years. . 

Many years passed before English 
colleges settled upon football rules. 
Two sets were then approved. One set 
was for the association football, or 
“soccer’><where the ball could only 
be kicked. The other set of rules was 
laid down upon the Rugby basis, aud

Q.—In what ways were the Greeks 
superior to the Romans, and why was 
Rome able to conquer Greece 
Agnes Heady, age 10. : 

A.—Those are large questions, but 
let us see what we can do in a 
short space. Perhaps the chief rea- 
son that the Greeks were greater is 
that they were more original. They 
copied some things in Egypt and 
Babylonia, it is true, but they chang- 
ed those things a great deal. ‘They 
made things much better. The Rom- 
ans, on the other hand, copied from 
Greece and other countries, but they 
seldom improved what they copied. 
The Greeks minded their own affairs 


better than the Romans and did not. 


use up their lives trying to conquer 
the whole world. Greek critics quar- 
reled among themselves, but the Rom- 
ans spent much more time fighting. 
Greece was weakened before Roman 
armies came. The emperor Alexander 
(whose home was north of Greece) 
came into the country with an army 
and conguered some of the cities. 
After Alexander died, the Greek cit- 
ies were not able to get along between 
themselres. They refusd to unite, 


and Roman armies were able to over~ 


come them by attacking different ones 


at different times.

Agreement Reached on Terms 
To Reorganize St. Paul Road

New York, November 20. —- 090 — 
Revisions of the reorganization terms 
for the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railway, designed to meet the 
objections of the dissatisfied stock 
and bondholders, were announced to- 
day by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the 
National City company, the reorgani- 
zation managers. . 

The compromise brought to an end 
a spirited fight waged against the 
original reorganization plan by oppos- 
ing factions—one representing dis- 
senting bondholders, headed by George 
D. Roosevelt, and another acting for 
stockholders, under the direction of 
Ernest Iselin. Both groups an- 
nounced their approval of the modifi- 
cations and called upon their follow- 
ers to assent to the amended plan. 
Another bondholders’ committee, head- 
ed by Edwin C. Jamieson, of the 
Globe and Rutgers Insurance com- 
pany, did not join in the compromise. 
Otto H. Kahn, partner of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., characterized the settle- 
ment as a “peace witlfout victory,” 
and predicted that e way would 
soon be cleared for a termination of 
the 8800, 000, 000 St. Paul receivership 
and a speedy restoration of the road 
to a sound financial footing, with the 
harmonious cooperation of all its se- 
curity holders. 

One of the outstanding provisions 
of the, modified plan is the designation 
of five voting trustees, in whom the 
voting power of the new company’s 
stock will be vested until January 1. 
1930. Selected with the approval of 
all protective committees. these men 
will bé charged with guarding the in- 
terests of all security holders. They 
are Elihu Root. former secretary of 
state; Samuel Rea, former president 


of the Pennsylvania railroad; Henry 
R. Pritchett, president ef the Carne- 
gie foundation; W. D. Van Dyke, 
president of the Northwestern Mutual 
Insurance company; and Frederick 
Hecker, vice president of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance company. The 
trustees will elect the first board of 
directors of the reorganized railroad, 

Concessions granted by the reor- 
ganization managers to the Roose- 
velt and Iselin groups provide that 
holders of St. Paul. bonds involved in 
the receivership receive 20 per cent 
of their holdings in new 50-year 
per cent mortgage bonds, which are 
on a fixed interest basis, and the re- 
maining 80 per cent in 75-year, 5 per 
cent adjustment bonds, on which pay- 
ment of interest is contingent upon 
earnings. 

The adjustment mortgage bonds are 
to be convertible for the life of the 
bonds, at the option of the holder, into 
preferred and common stock of the 
new company at the rate of five 
shares of each for each $1,000 bond. 

Although the original plan called 
for the liquidation of the St. Paul’s 
$55,000,000 government debt, the re- 
organization managers consented to 
make another effort to have this loan 
refunded. If this can be accomplished 
at 5 per cent or less, the original as- 
sessments of $28 on the preferred 
shares and $32 on the common shares 
will be considerably lightened, since 
the requirements for new working 
capital will, thereby, be reduced to 
about $20,000,000. 

Adequate machinery. will be set up 
to enable any small stock or bond 
holder to dispose of his securities, 
meet the assessments on them or ob- 
tain loans upon their collateral.

“TO INCREASE TAX 


Hot Springs, Ark., November 20.— 
(P)—An amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, ‘which would have in- 
creased the per capita tax of mem- 
bers from 20 to 30 cents, was rejected 
here late today by delegates attend- 
ing the annual convention. This was 
considered by many to be the most 
important of several proposed consti- 
tutional’ amendments to be disposed of 
by the delegates. 

This amendment was offered by 
Mrs. W. J. Woodliff, of Muskogee, 
Okla., registrar general. As ot, grad 
proposed, the amendment would have 
increased the tax from 20 to 35 cents. 
Before the balloting began, however, 
it was changed so that the tax would 
have been increased 10 instead of 15 
cents a member, if it bad been 
adopted. 

Meet in Richmond in 1926. 

Delegates to the convention tonight 
voted to accept the invitation of Rich- 
mond, Va., to hold the 1926 national 
convention in that city. Memphis, 
Tenn., Seattle, Wash., and Macon 
delegations had previously withdrawn 
their invitations in favor of the Vir- 
ginia capital. 

Mrs. Cabell Smith, of Charlotte, N. 
C., representing Mrs. T. T. Stevens, 
of Atlanta, Ga., chairman of the edu- 
cational committee, reported that 99 
tuition scholarships, valued at $12, 
877.50, are now being sponsored by 
the organization. This report rev ealed 
that seven gift scholarships, valued at 
$896.50, had been made and that 20 
students have. received loans aggre- 
gating $2,778 for use in defraying ex- 
penses of their education. 

The total expenditures for south- 
ern states include: Alabama, $8,213; 
Georgia, $37,536; Florida, 724 
Kentucky, $350; Louisiana, $7,464; 
Mississippi, $3,505; Missouri, $8,064 ; 
Oklahoma, $554; South Carolina, $4,- 
671; Tennessee, $4,177; Texas, -$10,- 
054; and Virginia, $8,256. 

A recommendation of Mrs. Smith 
that completion of a Woodrow Wilson 
scholarship fund of $12,000 in the 
law department of the University of 
Virginia be pushed as much as possi- 
ble, was approved. The speaker an- 
nounced that more than half of the 
amouut desired has been subscribed. 


Decatur Commission 
Takes No Action On 
Street Car Situation 


Decatur, Ga., November 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In an informal discussion of 
the street car situation as it affects 


the North Decatur line, at tonight’s 
meeting of the city commission of De- 
catur, several plans were discussed 
but no defnite action was taken. 

Features of tRe situation discussed 
tonight, included whether any action 
at all should be taken by the city 
commission before injunction proceed- 
ings pending in the courts are acted 
upon or whether the whole proposi- 
tion should be submitted to a vote of 
all citizens affected and settled at 
the polls, the people voting their 
preference of the several plans pro- 
posed. These include suggestions for 
acceptance of a 7-cent fare on the 
North Decatur line and the establish- 
ment of bus lines to Emory universi- 
ty from Decatur and along Ponce de 
Leon avenue from Decatur to con- 
nect with the Ponce de Leon street 
car and a plan to contend for a con- 
tinuance of the 5-cent fare contract. 

The situation is brought about by 
action of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company in serving notice of 
its intention of relinquishing its char- 
ter inside the limits of Decatur, in- 
asmuch as the 5-cent fare contract 
held with the company by Decatur 
was not a paying proposition. This 
ultimatum was followed by filing of 
an injunction on the part of Decatur 
in superior court, which seeks to pre- 
vent discontinuance of street car 
service on the route affected. Tem- 
porary injunction was granted, but 
date for hearing on the permanent 
injunction has not been set and it 
was the expression of members of the 
commission tonight that the body 
should take no action on the matter 
until after the hearing on the perma- 
nent injunction. 

The commission will hold a called 
meeting next Monday night when 
definite action on the matter is ex- 
pected to be taken. 

Mayor Scott Candler presided to- 
night. Other members of the com- 
missioners are P. Ju. Weeks, R. E. 
Henderson, 5 L. Scott and C. A. 
Mathews. J. Steele is city attor- 
ney and met with the commission.
